BRITISH BEYOND 


1915 HUN LINE 


The British center in Picardy has 


advanced nearly a mile beyond the 
German 1915 line, the report from 
Field Marshal Haig shows. 


The statement announced an ad- 


vance of the British Hue iu tlie neigh- 
borhood of the Itoye road, east of 
Foquescourt 


This places the British only five 


miles 
slightly to the northwest 
of 


Itoye. 
The French stand less than 


throe miles to the southwest. At the 
same time this advance threatens the 
vital railroad point of Neale, from 
which Foquescout i» only six and a 
half miles distant. 


Less than a mile and a half more 


progress would cut the Itoyo-Chaulnes 
railroad, Foquescourt lying about half- 
way between these two towns, one and 
ft half miles west of the railrond. 


This latest advance of the British 


•hows grave menace to von Hutier's 
main forces, which are flshting stub- 
born rearguard actions with their back 
on the Noyon-lloye line. 


On the south bank of the Somme, 


Haig's report states, hundreds of ad- 
ditional prisoners were taken in the 
course of the day. The village of 
Proynrt, a little more than ten miles 
southwest of Peronne, has boon cap- 
tured.

Germans intend to hold their present 
line, which Is not a good one mili- 
tarily, although they occupied almost 
the samo line for a long time two 
yenrs ago.

Extremely bitter insistence is being 


encountered from tho Germans along 
the line of Chaulnes-IJoye-Noyon. Tho 
enemy is bringing up strong reinforce- 
ments, while the allies are preparing 
for n further advance. 


The Germans are reacting on the 


allied left with a certain amount of 
success, having bad time to get into 
line divisions rushed frantically from 
the north. It is believed he-re the 
fresh troops are being thrown' into the 
fight In a desperate endeavor to block 
the allied advance toward Neslo. 


General von Hutler, who escaped

New Oxford Still in Lead* 


A statement given out at the Adams 
County headquarters of the War Savings 
campaign Friday morning shows that the 
sales of stamps in this county up to Au­ 
gust 3d bad amounted to $106,550, This 
shows a continued steady growth.

its. allotmeut for the entire year. 
The 
statement, the first for several months 
showing what has been doue at the vari­ 
ous postoffices.

one with the most rural routes, by some 
thing over $5000. 
The report from the 
local postoffice shows sales of stamps to 
the amount of $39,940.50. The next nigb 
est * ffice is Gettysburg with sales amount­

Tills places the British only five

Less than a mile and a half more 
progress would cut the Roye-Chaulnes 
railroad, Foquescourt lying about half­ 
way between these two towns, one and 
a half miles west of the railroad.

Ways With Freeh Fruits. 


With the ever-bearing strawberry 


becoming so well known, and common 
we do not need to limit ourselves to a 
few short weeks of the delicious berry, 
as it ripens until frost time. 
Fresh 


solid berries, crushed and mixed with 
their bulk in sugar, may be- put in 
sterile cans and kept in a cool place 
without any further cure, as they will 
keep well until spring, or as long as 
one wishes to keep them.

canned in the old-fashioned way. Pack 
the fruit into jars and fill with boiling 
hot sirup, then set them in the oven 
until the juice boils; seal- at ouce, and 
the fruit will keep good in color and 
excellent in flavor.

sugar in the same way the strawber- 
ries are canned, or currants; any small 
fruit that is thoroughly crushed will 
keep perfectly.

dishes. 


Blackberry Flummery. 


Cook together without stirring onfe 


pint each of blackberries and water; 
after cooking ten minutes moisten three- 
tablespoonfuls of cornstarch with cold 
water and add to the boiling berries; 
let cook until thick and all of the- 
starch taste has been removed. Sweet- 
en to taste and stir In the stiffly beaten 
white of an egg. Pour into a mold and 
chill. Serve uumoldcd with plain cream 
and sugar. 


Strawberry Cocktails. 


Select large, perfect berries and cut 


them in halves, -saving all the juice. 
For four portions use a pint of ber- 
ries and add the juice and pulp of an 
orange, three tablespooafuls of honey, 
the juice of a lemon and four table- 
spoonfuls of shaved ice.

glasses and garnish each with a sprig 
of mint. 


Currant Ice Cream. 


Mash a quart of currants and cook 


until all the juice is extracted; strain- 
and add honey to taste ; add to a 
quart of thin cream or rich milk and. 
freeze as usual. 


Gooseberry Fool. 


Cook a quart of gooseberries with a 


pint of water until tender. Press 
through a colander; add a tablespoon- 
ful of butter, three yolks of eggs, and 
honey to sweeten. Beat with the egg- 
beater five minutes and pour into a 
glass dish. 
Chill and serve with the

Preserve 1,500.000.000 Quarts This Yeaf

The home-canning dilve for 1,500.000.000 quarts of “put up” foods in IM S 
Is 0 1 11 
Three thousand homo-demonstration agents and leaders in boys’ and 
girls’ club work are ready to help the nation to this goal. 
They have started 
out to teach the nation to can and to do a good job of it. 
In addition to this 
number many thousands of volunteer lenders are working with these exten­ 
sion forces on the summer campaign. 
Last year the home canners put up 
800,000,000 quarts. 
Leaders are being trained in laboratories of the department of agricul­ 
ture. 
This work will continue all summer and expert demonstrators will lie 
turned out to carry the latest" canning information into the field. 
District 
meetings of homo-demonstration agents have just been held in all the South­ 
ern states to plan the summer's work and for special instruction in canning 
and drying. These are are being followed by thorough county and community 
organization and instruction. 
In the North and West canning schools for 
demonstrators are being conducted at many of the state agricultural colleges 
and in community centers. 
Every eannin£-club group among the boys’ and girls’ clubs in the North 
and West is organizing a demonstration team of expert canners.

Potato Pens Prove Dismal 
Failure— Dici Not Produce 
Their Seed, Christie Sayi 


Last year people all over the country 
were building potato “perns.” 
Some­ 
body, somewhere, it was said, had 
raised < nough potatoes to last an or­ 
dinary family a whole year in an open­ 
work box eight feet square. 
The box 
was filled with soil and seed potatoes 
in the spring, and that was all there 
w;is to it. The vines grew out through 
the cracks all around, and the bin 
was full of good tubers in the fall. Fine 
business it was. 
The only trouble with this grand 
scheme was that it didn’t work. 
IJro- 
fe. *or Christie of Purdue university 
say, that in Indiana most of these sky­ 
scraper potato gardeners didn't get 
back their seed. Of 40 pens tried in 
Indianapolis, according to City Garden 
Supervisor Osborne, not one succeeded. 
Experiments by the United States 
department of agriculture w'ore equally 
disappointing. 
In 
a potato pen at 
*\Y ashing ton 20 pounds of seed were 
Pointed and eight pounds of potatoes 
were harvested. 
The “barrel” plan 
was just as bad. 
The crop from twfo 
barrels weighed less than two pounds. 
It doesn't pay to be a mossback, of 
course, but it does pay to slick to ap­ 
proved 
methods 
of 
farming.— Farm 
Life.

And right here I want to say that the 
more I came to know of the enemy, the 
more keenly I realized what a difficult 
task we’re going to have to lick him. 
In all my subsequent experiences, the 
fact that there is a heap of fight left 
in 
the 
Huns 
still 
was 
thoroughly 
brought home to me. 
We shall win 
the war eventually, if we don’t slow 
up too soon, in the mistaken Idea that 
tho Iluns are ready to lie down. 
The flying officers who questioned 
me were extremely anxious to find out 
all they could about the part America 
is going to play in the war, but they 
evidently came to the conclusion that 
America hadn’t taken me very deeply 
into her confidence, judging from the 
information they got, or failed to get, 
from me. 
At any rate, they gave me up as a 
bad job, and I was ordered to the offi­ 
cers’ prison at C0 urtr.1I, Belgium. 


CHAPTER V. 


The Prison Camp at Courtrai. 
From the intelligence department I 
was conveyed to the officers’ prison 
camp at Courtrai in an automobile. 
It 
was about an hour’s ride. 
My escort 
was one of the most famous flyers in 
¿he world, barring none. He was later 
killed in action, but I was to*d bj' an 
English airman who witnessed his last 
combat, that he fought a game battle 
and died a hero’s death. 
The prison, w^ich had evidently 
been a ,cjvjl ¡orison of some hind Uefore 
the wax*, was located right in the heart 
of Courtrai. 
The fi T-t building we ap­ 
proached was large and in front of 
the archway, which formed the main 
entrance, was a sentry l*ox. 
Here we 
were challenged by the sewtry, who 
knocked on the door; the guard turned 
the key iu the lock ami I was admit­ 
ted. 
We 
Uirou£b the archway 


and dirootly into a courtyard, on which 
faced all of the prison buildings, tho 
windows, 
of 
course, 
being 
heavily 
barred. After I had given my pedigree 
— my name, ago, address, etc.— I was 
rhown to a coll with bars on the win­ 
dows overlooking this courtyard. 
I 
was promptly told that at night wo 
were to occupy these rooms, but I had 
i Iroady 
surveyed 
the 
surroundings, 
taken account of the number of guards 
and the locked door outside, and con­ 
cluded that my chances of getting 
i.way from some oilier^ place could bo 


110 worse than in that particular cell. 
As I had no hat, my helmet being the 
{ nly thing I had worn over the linos, 
I was compelled either to go bare­ 
headed or wear the rod cap of the 
Bavarian whom I had shot down 011 
that memorable day. 
It can bo im­ 
agined how I looked attired in a Brit- 
i ;h uniform *and a bright red cap. 
Wherever 
I 
was 
taken 
my 
outfit 
aroused considerable curiosity among 
t lie Belgians 
and 
Gorman 
soldiers. 
When I arrived at prison that day I 
si ill wore this cap, and as I was taken 
into the courtyard, my overcoat eover- 
ii.g ni5r uniform, all that the British 
officers, who happened to be sunning 
themselves in the courtyard, could see 
was the rod cap. They afterwards told 
me they wondered who the “bug Hun” 
was with the bandage on his mouth. 
This cap I managed to keep with me, 
but was never allowed to wear it on 
the walks we took. I either w’ent bare­ 
headed or borrowed a cap from some 
other prisoner. 
At certain hours each day the pris­ 
oners were allowed to mingle in the 
courtyard, and. on the first occasion of 
this kind I found that there were 11 
officers imprisoned there besides my­ 
self. 
They 
had 
here 
Interpreters 
who 
could speak all languages. 
One of 
them was a mere boy who had been 
born in Jersey City, N. J., and had 
spent all his life In America until 
the beginning of 1014. 
Then he moved 
with his folks to Germany, and when 
he became of military age the Huns 
forced him into the army, 
I think if 
the truth were known Ue would much 
rather have been fighting for America 
than against her. 
I found that most of the prisoners 
remained 
at 
Courtrai only 
two or 
three days. 
From there they were in­ 
variably taken to prisons in the inte­ 
rior of Germany. 
Whether it was because I was an 
American or because I was a flyer, I 
don’t know, but this rule was not fol­ 
lowed in my case. 
I remained there 
two weeks. 
During this period Courtrai was con­ 
stantly bombed by our airmen. 
J\Tot a 
single day or night passed without one 


01* more air raids. 
In the two weeks 
I was there I counted 21 of them. The 
town suffered a great deal of damage. 
Evidently our people were aware that 
the Germans had a lot of troops con­ 
centrated in this town and besides the 
headquarters staff was stationed there. 
The kaiser himself visited Courtrai 
while I was iu the prison, I was told by 
one of the interpreters, but he didn’t 
call on me* and for obvious reasons I 
couldn’t call on him. 
The courtyard was not a very popu­ 
lar place during air raid)». 
Several 
times wb«u our ulruita raided that 


section In fho day time I went dut and 
watohod tho machine! and tho shrap­ 
nel bursting all nroirul i but tho Gor­ 
mans did not crowd out there, (or thoir 
own antiaircraft guns wore hammer­ 
ing away to keep our pianos as high 
in tho sky as possible, and shells wore 
Hkoly to fall in the prison yard any 
moment. 
Of course I watohod those 
battles at my own risk. 
Many nights 
from my prison window I watched 
with peculiar interest tho air raids 
carried on, and it was a wonderful 
sight with the Gorman searchlights 
playing 011 tho sky, the "flaming on­ 
ions” fired high and the burst of the 
antiaircraft guns, but rather an un­ 
comfortable sensation when I realized 
that perhaps tho very next minute a 
bomb might be dropped on the building 
in which I was a prisoner. 
But per­ 
haps all of this was bettor than 110 
excitement at all, for prison life soon 
became very monotonous. 
One of the hardest things I had to 
endure throughout tho two weeks I 
spent there was tho sight of the lluu 
machines flying over Courtrai, know­ 
ing that perhaps I never would have 
another chance to fly, and I used to sit 
by the hour watching the German ma­ 
chines maneuvering over the prison, 
as they had an airdrome not far away 
and every afternoon the students— or 
I took tjiem for students because thoir 
flying was very poor—appeared over 
the town. 
One certain Ilun seemed to 
find particular satisfaction in flying 
right down over the prison nightly, for 
my special discomfort and btmiH, it 
seemed, as if he know an airman im­ 
prisoned there was vainly longing to 
try his wings again over their lino«. 
But I used to console myself by say­ 
ing: “Never mind, old boy, there was 
never a bird whoso wings could not 
bo clipped if they get him just right, 
and your turn will come some day." 
One night there was an exception­ 
ally heavy air raid going on. 
A mi la­ 
bor of Gorman oflicors came into n.y 
room, and they all seemed very much 
frightened. 
I jokingly remarked that 
it would be lino if our airmen hit tho 
old prison— t he per con Page would be 
very satisfactory— one English ofiicer 
and about ten Gorman ones. 
Tin y 
didn’t seem to appreciate the joke, 
however, and, indeed, they wen» ap­ 
parently too much alarmed at what 
was going on overhead to laugh even 
at their own jokes. 
Although the^e 
night raids soejn to take all the starch 
out of the Germans while they art* 
going on, the officers were usually as 
brave as lions the next day and spoke 
contemptuously of the 
raid of the 
night before. 
I saw thousands of soldiers in Cour­ 
trai, and although they did not im­ 
press me as having very good or abun­ 
dant 
food, 
they 
were 
fairly 
well 
clothed. 
I do not moan to imply that 
conditions pointed to an early end of 
the war. 
On the contrary, from what 
I was able to observe on that point, 
unless the Iluns have an absolute crop 
failure they can, in my opinion, go on 
for years! 
The idea of our being able 
to win the war by starving them out 
strikes me as ridiculous. 
This is a 
war that must bo won by fighting! and 
tho 
ooner we realize that fact the 
sooner it will be over. 
Rising hour In the prison was seven 
o’clock. Breakfast came at eight. This 
consisted of a cup of coffee and noth­ 
ing else. 
If the prisoner had the fore­ 
sight to save some bread from tin* pre­ 
vious day, lie had bread for breakfast 
also, but that never happened in my 
case. 
Sometimes wo had two cups of 
colTee, 
that, is, near-coffee. 
For lunch they gave us boiled sugar 
beets or some other vegetable, and 
once in a while some kind of pickled 
meat, but that happened very seldom. 
We also received a third of a loaf of 
bread— war bread. 
This war bread 
was as heavy as a brick, black and 
sour, 
It was supposed to last us from 
noon one day to noon the next. 
E x ­ 
cept for some : uUp, this was the whole 
lunch menu. 
Dinner camo at 5:i50 p. m., when wo 
sometimes had a little jam made out 
of sugar 
bools, 
and 
a 
preparation 
called tea, which you had to shake vig­ 
orously or it settled in the bottom of 
the cup, and then about all you had 
was hot water. 
This “tea” was a sad 
blow to the Englishmen. 
If it hadn't 
been called tea they wouldn’t have felt 
so badly about it, perhaps, but it was 
adding insult to injury to call that 
Stuff “tea,” which with them is almost 
a national institution. 
Sometimes with this meal they gave 
us butter instead of jam, and once in 
a while we had some kind of canned 
meat. 
This comprised the usual run of eat­ 
ables for the day— I can eat more than 
that for breakfast! 
In the days that 
were to come I learned that I was to 
fare considerably worse. 
We were allowed to send out and 
buy a few things, but as most of the 
prisoners were without funds this was 
but an empty privilege. 
Once I took 
advantage of the privilege to send my 
shoes to a Belgian shoemaker to be 
lialf-soled. 
They 
clmrged 
me 
20 
marks— $5! 


O n ceTf»i a while • BHtfinn LAd?*# 
Relief society visited the prison and 
brought us handkerchiefs, American 
soap— which se lls. at about $1.50 a 
bar 
in 
Belgium— toothbrushes* and 
other kittle articles, all pf which were 
American 
made, .but ^whether 
they 
wore supplied by tho American re­ 
lief committee c r not I don’t know* 
At any rate, those gifts were mighty 
useful and were very much appre­ 
ciated. 
Ouo day I offered a button oft tny 
uniform to one of those Belgian ladies 
as a souvenir, but a German guard 
saw* me and I was never allowed to 
go near, the visitors afterwards. 
The 
sanitary 
conditions 
In 
this 
prison camp wore excellent as a gen­ 
eral proposition. 
One night» however, 
I discovered 
that I had been cap­ 
tured by “cootlcs.” 
Tills was a novel experience to me 
and one that I would have been very 
willing to have missed, 
becali&e in 
tho flying corps our airdromes are a 
number of miles back of tho lines and 
we have good billets and our acquaint­ 
ance with such things as “cooties” and 
other uuwelcome visitors is very lim­ 
ited. 
When I discovered my condition, I 
made a holler aud roused the guard, 
and right then I got another example 
of Gorman efficiency. 
This guard seemed to be even more 
perturbed about my complaint than I 
myself, evidently fearing that he would 
be blamed for my condition. 
Tho 
commandant 
was 
summoned 
and I could see that ho was very an­ 
gry. 
Someone undoubtedly got a se­ 
vere reprimand for it. 
I was taken out of my cell by a 
guard with a rifle and conducted about 
a quarter of a mile from the prison 
to an old factorv building which hid 
boon converted inlo an Elaborate fumi­ 
gating plant. 
There I was given a 
pickle bath in some kind of solution,

had bean In my cell was being put 
through another fumigating process 
While I was waiting for my things 
to dry— it took perhaps half an hour— 
I had a chance to observe about one

fested in tho trenches. 
We w< re all 
nude, of course, but appannllv h \\;is 
not difficult for thom to recognize me 


j.s a foreigner oven without my uni­ 
form on, for none of them, made any 
attempt to talk to me, although they 
were very busy talking about 1110. 
I 
could not undeixland what they were 
saying, but I know I was tho butt of 
most of thoir jokes and they made no 
effort to conceal the fact that I was 
the subject of conversation. 
When I got back 10 my coll I found 
that it had boon thoroughly fumigated, 
and from that tin. • on I ’..id no furthor 
trouble with “cootie,** or other visi­ 
tors of the same kind. 
As we wore not 
i\vod to write 
anything but prison ear»! ’, writing was 
out of the question; and as we had no 
reading matter to speak of. reading 
was nil. 
We had nothing to do to 
pass away Hit? timo, so con-ojuen:!y 
cards became our only diversion, for 
we 
did, fortunately, 
have :.omc of 
thcM*. 
There wasn’t very much money as a 
rule in circulation, and I think for oa o 
in my life I held most of that, not due 
to any particular ability 011 my part 
in the gam*\ but I happened to have 
several hundred francs in my pockets 
when shot down. 
But we held a lot­ 
tery that was watched without quite 
such intense interest as that. 
T he4 
drawing was always hold the day before 
to learn who was the lucky man. There 
was as much speculation as to who 
would win the prize as If it had been 
the finest treasure in the world. 
The 
great prize was one-third of a loaf of 
bread. 
Through some arrangement, 
which I never quite figured out, it 
happened that among the eight or ten 
officers who were there with me, there 
was always one-third of a 
loaf of 
bread over. 
There was just one way 
of getting that bread, and that was to 
drawr lots. Consequently that was what 
started the lottery. 
I believe If a man 
had ever been inclined to cheat ho 
would have been sorely tempted in this 
instance, but the gume was played ab­ 
solutely square, and if a man had been 
caught cheating tho chances are that 
he would have been shunned by the 
rest of the officers as long as he was 
in prison. 
I was fortunate enough to 
win the prize twice.

my possession. Poor fellow, he little 


form the hardest and saddest duty I 
have ever been called upon to execute 
—to confirm to them in person the 
tidings of poor Paul's death. 


The other British pilot who fell was 


also from my squadron end a man 1 
knew well-—Lieutenant Keith of Aus- 
tralia. I had given him a picture of 
myself only a few hours before I start- 
ed on nay own disastrous flight. 
He 


was one of the star pilots of our squad- 
ron and had been in many a desperate 
battle b.cfore, but this time the odds 
were too great for him. He put up a 
wonderful fight and he gave as much 
as he took. 


The next two days passed without 


incident and I ^vas then taken to the 
intelligence departmen 
f the German 


flying corps, which was located about 
in hour from the hospital. There I was 
:ept two days, during which time they 
nit a thousand and one questions to 


"While I was there 1 turned over 


to them the message I had written in 
the hospital and asked them to have 
me of their flyers drop it on our side, 
of the line. 


They asked me where I would like to 


Jsavc it dropped, thinking perhaps I 
would give my airdrome away, but 
v, hen I smiled and shook my head, they 
did not insist upon an answer. 


Til drop it over 
," declared one 


of them, naming my airdrome, which 
revealed to me that their flying corps 


as efficient as other branches of the 


tervice in the matter of obtaining valu- 
able information. 


And right bore I want to ,c.ay that the 


more I came to know of the enemy, the 
more keenly I realized what a difficult 
lask we're going to have to lick him. 
In all my subsequent experiences, the 
fact that there is a heap of fight left 
in the Huns Still was thoroughly 
brought home to me. 
\Ve shall win 


the war eventually, if we don't slow 
up too soon, in the mistaken idea that 
the Huns are ready to lie down. 


The flying officers who questioned 


me were extremely anxious to find out 
all they could about the part America 
is going to play in the war, but they 
evidently came to the conclusion that 
America hadn't taken me very deeply 
into her confidence, judging from the 
information they got, or failed to get, 
from me. 


At any rate, they gave me up as a 


bad job, and I was orderirl to the offi- 
cers' prison at Courtr.il, Belgium. 


CHAPTER V. 


The Prison Camp at Courtrai. 


From the intelligence department T 


was conveyed to the officers' prison 
camp at Courtrai in an automobile. It 
was- about an hour's ride. My escort 
was one of the most famous flyers in 
.the world; barring none. He was later 
killed in action, bnl I was told by :m 
English airman who vitnessod his last 
combat, that he fought a game battle 


realized then that but a flay or two. 
later ho would be engaged in his last 
heroic battle with me a helpless on- 
looker! 


Tho 
same 
Gorman 
officer 
who 


brought me the photograph also drew 
a map for me of the exact spot where 
Raney Was buried in Flanders. 
I 


guarded it carefully all through my 
subsequent 
adventures 
and finally 


| turned it over to his father and mother 


Hot! dozi't care much what happens to' when I visited them in Toronto to per- 


and died a hero's death. 


The prison, wiiioh had evidently 


been a cjvil prison of corie kind before 
tho war,'was located righi: in the heart 
of Courtrai. The fi'Tt build'.ng we ap- 
proache'd was large and i:1 front of 
the archway, which formed the main 
entrance, was a sentry l»ox. Here we 
were challenged by the so.itry, who 
knocked on the door; the guard turned 
the key in the lock and I was ndmit- 


und directly into a courtyard, on which 
.iced all of the prison buildings, the 
windows, of course, being heavily 
barred. After I had given my pedigree 
—my name, age, address, etc.—I was 
fhowa to a cell with bars on the win- 
cows overlooking this courtyard. 
I 


was promptly told that at night we 
were to occupy these rooms, but I had 
; 1 ready surveyed 
the 
surroundings, 


taken account of the number of guards 
and the locked door outside, and con- 
cluded that my chances of getting 
r.way from some other_ place could be 
no worse than in that particular cell. 


As I had no hat, my helmet being the 


only thing I had worn over tho lines. 
I was compelled either to go bare- 
headed or wear the red cap of the 
Bavarian whom I had shot down on 
that memorable day. It can be im- 
agined how I looked attired in a Brit- 
i .h uniform "and a bright red cap. 
Wherever 
I was taken my 
outfit 


aroused considerable curiosity among 
the Belgians aud Gorman soldiers. 
V.'lion I arrived at prison that day I 
Viill wore this, cap, and as I was taken 
i.ito the courtyard, my overcoat cover- 
it g my uniform, all that the British 
odicers, who happened to be sunning 
themselves in the ccurtyard, could see 
was the red can. They afterwards told 
me they wondered who the "bug Hun" 
was with the bandage on his mouth. 
This cap I managed to keep with me, 
but was never allowed to wear it on 
the walks we took. I cither went bare- 
headed or borrowed a. cap from some 
other prisoner. 


At certain hours each day the pris- 


oners were allowed to mingle in the 
courtyard, and on the first occasion of 
tin' 
1-; kind I found that there were 11 


officers imprisoned there besides my- 
self. 


They had here interpreters 
who 


could speak all languages. 
One of 


them was a mere boy who had been 
born in Jersey City, N. J., and had 
s-pent all his life in America until 
the beginning of 1914. Then he moved 
with his folks to Germany, and when 
ho became of military age the Huns 
forced him into the army. I think if 
the truth were known lie would much 
rather have boon fighting for America 
than against her. 


I found that most of the prisoners 


remained at Courfrai only two or 
throe days. From there they were in- 
variably taken to prisons in the inte- 
rior of Germany. 


'Whether it was because I was an 


American or because I was a flyer, I 
don't know, but this rule was not fol- 
lowed in my case. I remained there 
two weeks. 


T>tiring this period Courtrai was con- 


stantly bombed by our airmen. Xot a 
singlo day or night passed without one 
or more air raids. In the two weeks 
I was there I counted 21 of thorn. Tho 
town suffered n groat deal of damage. 
Evidently our poople were aware that 
tho Germans had a lot of troops con- 
centrated in this town nr.d besides the 
headquarters staff was stationed there. 
The kniser himself visited 
Courtrai 


while I was in the prison, I was told by 
one of the interpreters, but be didn't 
call on me, and for obvious reasons I 
couldn't call on bira. 


The courtyard was not i\ very popu- 


lar place during n!r raids. 
Several 


find particular satisfaction in living 
right do\vn over the prison nightly, iur 
my special discomfort and bt lU'iit, it 
seemed, as if he knew an airman im- 
prisoned there was vainly loiming to 
try his wings again over their linos. 
But I used to console myself by say- 
ing : "Never mind, old boy, there was 
never a bird whose wings could not 
be clipped it' they get him just ri^ht, 
and your turn will come some day." 


One night there was an exception- 


ally heavy air raid going on. A num- 
ber of German ollieers came into my 
room, and they all sooimxl very much 
frightened. 
I jokingly remarked iliat 


it would be fine it" our airmen hit tho 
old prison — the percentage would bo 
rery satisfactory — one English oiliror 
and about ten German ones. 
Thoy 


didn't seem to appreciate tho joko, 
however, and, indeed, they wen- :u>- 
parenlly too much alarmed at wh.it 
was going on overhead to laugh e\on 
at their own jokes. 
Although those 


night raids SOOJD to take all the starch 
otit of the Germans while thoy aro 
going on, the officers wore usually as 
brave as lions the next day and spoke 
contemptuously of the raid of 
the 


night before. 


I saw thousands of soldier*; in Cour- 


trai, and although thoy did not im- 
press me as having very good or abun- 
dant 
food, 
they were fairly well 


clothed. I do not mean to imply that 
conditions pointed to an early end of 
the war. On the contrary, from what 
I was able to observe on that point, 
unless the Huns have an absolute crop 
failure they can, in my opinion, tro on 
for years ! The idea of our being able 
to win the war by starving them out 
strikes me as ridiculous, 
'i ins is it 


war that must be won by fighting, and 
the .' ooner we realize that fact the 
sooner it will be over. 


Rising hour in the prison was seven 


o'clock. Breakfast came at eight. This 
consisted of a cup of coffee and noth- 
ing else. If the prisoner had the fore- 
sight to save sumo bread from tho pre- 
vious day, he had broad for breakfast 
also, but that never happened in my 
case. Sometimes wo had two cups of 
coffee, that, is, near-coffee. 


For lunch they cave us boiled sugar 


beefs or Mimo other vegetable, and 
once in a vhilo some kind of pickled 
meat, but that happened very seldom. 
We also received a third of a loaf of 
broad — war bread. 
This war bread 


was as heavy as a brick, black and 
.sour. It was .supposed to last us fioin 
noon one day to noon tho next. Ex- 
cept for some : nup, this was tile whole 
lunch menu. 


Dinner came at "> :.".0 p. m., whoa wo 


sometimes had :i little jam made out 
of sugar boots, and a preparation 
called tea, which you had to shake vig- 
orously or it .settled in the bottom of 
the cup, and then about all you had 
was hot water. This "lea" was a sad 
blow to the Englishmen. It" it ha.ln't 
been called tea they wouldn't have felt 
so badly about it, perhaps, but it was 
adding insult to injury to c-i!l that 
stuff "tea," which with them is almost 
a national institution. 


Sometimes with this rncal thr-y gave 


us butter instead of jam, and once in 
a while we had some kind of canned 
meat. 


This comprised the usual run of eat- 


ables for the day — I can eat more than 
that for breakfast! In tho days that 
were to come I learned that I was to 
fare considerably worse. 


We were allowed to send out and 


buy a few things, I, "it ar, most of th<; 
prisoners were without funds this was 
but an empty privilege. Once I took 
advantage of the privilege to send my 
shoos to a Belgian shoemaker to be 
half-soled. 
They 
charged 
me 
20 


marks— $5! 


Once In a. while • Belgian 


Itellef society visited the prison and 
brought us handkerchiefs, 
American 


soap — which sells at about $1.50 a 
bar 
in 
Belgium — toothbrushes • and 


other little articles, nil of which were 
American made, but whether they 
won; supplied by the American re- 
lief committee cr not I don't know. 
At any rato, these gifts were mighty 
useful and were very much appre- 
ciated. 


One day I offered a button off my 


uniform to one of these Belgian ladies 
as a souvenir, but a German guard 
saw mo and I was never allowed to 
go noar. the visitors afterwards. 


The 
sanitary 
conditions in this 


prison camp were excellent as a gen- 
eral proposition. 
One night, however, 


I discovered tlmt I had been cap- 
tured by ''cooties." 


This was a novel experience to me 


and one that I would have been very 
willing to have missed, because in 
tho living corps our airdromes are a 
number of miles back of the lines and 
we have good billets and our acquaint- 
ance with sucii things as "cooties" and 
other unwelcome visitors is very lim- 
ited. 


When I discovered my condition, I 


made a holler and roused the guard, 
and right then I got another example 
of Gorman efficiency. 


This guard seemed to be even more 


perturbed about my complaint than I 
mysolf, evidently fearing that he would 
be blamed for my condition. 


The 
commandant was summoned 


and I could see that ho was very an- 
gry. 
Someone undoubtedly got a se- 


voro reprimand for it. 


I was taken out of my ceil by a 


guard w i t h a rifle and conducted about 
11 quarter of a mile from the pric >::

to an old factory building which 
boon cnnverted into an Elaborate f; 
trating plant. 
There I was trh o 


pickle bath in sjnie kind of Fnlui 
ami while I was ab^orl ing it 
clothes, be.l clothes and whatever

While I was waiting for my t'.i 


to dry—it took perhaps b.a'f an h - 
I had a chance to observe about 
hundred other \ictir.is of 'Vi-otio 
German soldiers who had become 
fosu'd in tho trendies.

undo, of course, but appar' nt! \ it 
not difficult for thorn to recognize 
as a foreigner o\oa without- i':y 
form on, for none of uiem made any 
attempt to talk to ir.e, although they 
wore very busy talking ab.jiu mo. 
I 


could not understand what they v- e.-o 
saying, but I knew I was the butt of 
most of their jokes and they made t:o 
effort to conceal tlu- fact that I was 
the subject of conversation. 


When I got back to my cell I fi.'-.rrl

But we In Id a lot- 
tery that was watched w i t h o u t quite 
such intense interest as that.

drawing was always hold the day before, 
to louni who was the lucky man. There 
was ns much speculation as to who 
would win tho prize as if it ha:! been 
the finest treasure in the world. 
The 


irivar prix.o was one-third of a loaf of 
bread. 
Through pome arrangement, 


which I never quite figured out, it 
happened that among the eight or ten 
officers who were there with mo, there 
was always one-third of a loaf of 
bread over. There was ju^-t one way 
of getting that bread, and that was to 
draw lots. Consequently that was what 
started the lottery. I believe if a man 
had over been inclined to cheat he 
would have been sorely tempted in this 
instance, but the game was played ab- 
solutely square, and if a man had been 
cauirht cheating the chances are that 
ho would have been shunned by the 
rest of the oflicers as long as be was 
in prison. I was fortunate enough to 
win the prize twice. 


As he was traveling with oth- 


er prisoners -toward a prison 
camp in the heart of Germany, 
O'Brien conceived the Idea of 
leaping through the car window 
in a desperate attempt to gain 
his

San Dicfo Sailor Wat 
In Water Four Hour«. 
The Altoona Mirror of Tuetdiiy printed 
the following experience of halplt W 
Bixler, m achinist mate, when the cruis­ 
er San Diego was sunk off the Atlantic 
coaut recently. 
Yonnjr Bixler was a for* 
xner resident of New Oxford, having 
made his home with hit grandmother, 
Mrs. Bixler, tome year« ago. 
A member of the crew of the firtt class 
cruiser San Diego* which was torpedoed 
and tank off the New York coast on July 
19, Ralph W. Bixler, a nephew of Mrs 
J. A Melhorn, of (¡1? East Walton Ave., 
Altoona, whom he is now visiting, had a 
narrow eecape with his life and a mo?! 
thrilling experience. 
Bixler it a first clast machinists’ mate 
and has been in the navy for two years 
He it a native of Pennsylvania but he 
hat lived in Washington state part of his 
life. Describing the attack on the San 
Diego, he tays that the vessel was struck 
*by a torpedo at *1 o'clock in the morning 
and Mink in twenty-six minutes, immedi­ 
ately after the fatal shot struck the vessel, 
the marinet on board opened fire on the 
tnbmarine and tank it. 
He tayt that the torpedo did not make 
much of a noise when it struck the ship 
and it was not known what had occurred 
for some time. The sailors went to their 
places and when it was ascertained that 
the ship had been torpedoed, all returned 
to deck, put on life preservers and pre 
pared for their encounter with the ocean 
Bixler was in the wafer for four hours 
when he was taken aboard a tanker and 
hit life saved. Three men in the engine 
room were killed ouUright when thefebip 
was hit and several others were drowned, 
getting cramps while in the water. 
Bixler was in the navy during the 
Mexican imbroglio and wat at Vera Crus 
when the American forcet landed there. 
He will spend three or four davt irith his 
aunt, being off duty on a furlough. 
He 
tayt the officers and men displayed re 
markable coolnett and bravery during 
the interim from the time the vessel was 
hit until it sank.

San Diego Sailor Was 


In Water Four Hours. 


The Altopna Mirror of Tuesday printed 


the following experience of Halph \V 
Bixler, machinists' mate, when the cruis- 
er San Diego was eunk off the Atlantic 
coa&t recently. 
Young Bixler was a for- 


mer resident of New Oxford, haying 
made his home with his grandmother, 
Mrs Bixler, eorne years ago. 


A member of the crew of the first class 


cruiser San Diego, which was torpedoed 
and eunk off the New York coast on July 
19, Ralph W. Bixler, a nephew of Mrs 
J. A Melhorn, of 617 East Walton Ave., 
Altoona, whom he is now visiting, had a 
narrow escape with his lite and a mo.«t 
thrilling experience. 


Bixler is a first class machinists' mate 


and has been in the navy for two years 
He it a native of Pennsylvania but he 
has lived in Washington state part of his 
life. Describing the attack on the San 
Diego, he says that the vessel was struck 
"by a torpedo at 11 o'clock in the morning 
and bank in twenty-six minutes, immedi- 
ately after the fatal shot struck the vessel, 
the marines on board opened fire on the 
eubmarine and sank it. 
He saye that the torpedo did not make 


much of a noise when it struck the 'ship 
and it was not known what had occurred 
for some time. The sailors went to their 
places and when it was ascertained that 
the ship had been torpedoed, all returned 
to deck, put on life preservers and pre 
pared for their encounter with the ocean 


Bixler was in the water for four hours 


when he was taken aboard a tanker and 
his life saved. Three men in the engine 
room were killed out-right when the fetiip 
was hit and several others were drowned, 
getting cramps while in the water. 
Bixler was in the navy during the 


Mexican imbroglio and was at Vera Cruz 
when the American forces landed there. 
He will spend three or four days with his 
aunt, being off duty on a furlough.

Dvatructiv* Fir* at Littlactown 


Fire following an explosion about 3 o' 


clock on Monday morning wiped out half 
of a business block in the center of Lit- 
tlestown, and threatened the destruction 
of a large number of other properties which 
were saved only thru the timely arrival of 
one of the Hanover fire companies, ttud 
the members of the Litllestowu company. 
Tbe explosion occurred at the tailor shop 
of Howard L. McDonnell and WHS evident- 
ly raused by an' incendiary. Shortly be- 
fore it occurred, Dr. S t o n e s i f e r , 
who lived in the adjoining property, no- 
ticed a pronounced odor of Msoliue. and a 
few moments afterward the report came. 
Dr. Cheettr Spangler; who resides only a 
short distance away, saw a man running 
down street. Mr. McDonnell was arrest- 
ed on \-onday morning on a charge of car- 
rying concealed weapons without license. 
Before Squire Mayers, of Littlestown, he 
was committed to jail at the request of 
District Attorney Topper, in delault of 
bail. 


It ia said that an automobile was seen 


outside of Littlestown an hour before the 
file and that this car was tracked for some 
distance afterward. 
McDonnell, it is said, 


claims be was iu Hanover all ol Sunday- 
night and that his car was in an alley at 
the rear of his wife's home. Several men 
were making mcasurments about the car 
after his return to Littlestown on Monday 
morning when McDonnell appeared and 
resented the implication that lie bad some- 
thing to do with the blaze. It was then 
that he displayed the revolver and it was 
for this that he was put under arrest.

McDonnell, a one-story frame building, 
and all of the contents. 
Brick dwelling of 


Dr. Stonesifer; this building w»a partly 
gutted, but all of the contents were saved, 
except those things on the attic The store 
was damaged by water but not seriously. 
Mrs. Calvin Newman's two-story frame 
building. The first floor w»s occupied by 
Harry Martin's cigar store and most of the 
contents were burned. The second floor 
had just been converted into attractive 
apartments and Mrs. Newman expected 
to move into tbe place within a week. 
Zercher Brothers barber shop in a one-sto- 
ry frame building, belonging to Mrs. S. C. 
Weaver. Practically all of the contents 
burned. Malcolm Weaver's jewelry store 
and dwelling, a two-story frame building. 
Everything in the jewelry store and the 
handsome furniture in Mr. Weaver's new- 
ly furnished home were burned. There 
was no one at the place at the time of the 
fire 
Austin Staley's restaurant was ruin- 


ed by water but the fire was arrested there. 
Dr. Chester Spangler's drug store on tbe 
corner of the Square caught fire but was 
saved. 
It is unberetood that all of the property 


owners and some of the tenants had insur- 
ance. 


Two men were hurt during the fire. 


Herbert Koontz was in one of the build- 
ings trying to get some clothing and was 
trapped on the second floor. He got out 
of the window on an awning and jumped 
The arch in one of his feet was broken, 
and the other ankle was sprained. John 
Zercher was litterally thrown out of his 
barber shop by the force of a second ex 
plosion which followed the one which (start- 
ed tbe fire. He was not badly hurt. 


The buildings destroyed were located 


on Baltimore street, between the equare 
and railroad. 


Second Casualty in Family. 
The first Gettysburg man to be report- 


ed as "tnibsing in action" is named in 
Thursday's official casualty lists. On Wed • 
nesday evening Mrs. Alice Smith, of Rail- 
road street, received a telegram from Ad- 
jutant General McCain, saying: "Deeply 
regret to inform you that Corporal Earl 
J. Smith, Infantry, is officially reported 
as missing in action, July Fifteenth. Will 
report first information received " This 
ia the second notice received at the Smith 
home of a member of the family figuring 
in the official list". Several months ago 
a telegram was received by Mrs Smith's 
daughter, Mrs. Clarence G. Hilty, that 
her husband had been wounded in action. 
Mr Hilty has since written that he was 
wounded in the right hand and kit leg. 
He received treatment at a hospital and 
was later returned to his command but he 
developed rheumatism and at last report 
was again in the hospital. He was at 
Gettysburg last summer.

East Berlin Boy Also M:ssing. 


Mr. and Mrs. John M. Rider, of East 


Berlin, received a telegram from the war 
department Wednesday, containing the 
information that their 19-year-old SOD, 
Corporal Francis E. Rider, ia also missing 
in action. Young Rider enlisted in the 
regular army at the time of the trouble 
with Mexico, and was stationed at Camp 
Greene, Charlotte, N. C.f before being 
sent overseas. HP arrived in France in 
May of this year. His parents received a 
letter from him on Wednesday followed 
closely by the telegram from Washington 
announcing'him missing in action. The 
letter was dated July 12th, three days be- 
fore he was reported missing. The llider 
family resided at Round Top, near Get- 
tysburg, prior to removing to East Berlin. 
Corporal Rider was a close companion of 
Corporal Earl J. Smith, of Gettysburg, 
who was reported on Thursday as missing. 
Both young men enlisted at the same 
time, and went across to France together. 
It is evident that the fate which befell the 
one happened to the other also, for they 
were both in the same company. 


Barn Burns in Storm. 


The barn on the farm at Centre Mills, 


owned and occupied by Reuben Slay- 
baugh, was burned to the ground between 
7 and S o'clock Wednesday evening dur- 
ing the electrical storm. The only things 
lost were the barn, hay, and straw. In- 
surance partly covers the loss. While the 
Slaybaugh barn was burning the barn of 
Joseph Spangler, a short distance away, 
caught from the falling sparks and embers 
and not long afterward it was seen that 
sparks were setting fire to both the Slay- 
baujgh and Spangler dwellings. The large 
company of fire fighters succeeded in sav- 
ing all three of these buildings. What 
stock was in the Slaybaugh barn was tak- 
en put in time. The damage to the two 
residences and to the Spangler barn waa 
slight.

The government recently closed its books for the fiscal year—the 'first 
fiscal jjpar in the Avar—and has opened new annual rccords. Cabinet mem­ 
bers and oilier heads of departments will make reports to President Wil­ 
son covering their stewardship of funds and responsibilities for the year 
just closed. 
In government financial history the year will go down as a period of 
expense hardly dreamed of a decade ago. More than $12,600,000,000 is the 
actual outlay since July 1, 1917, to meet the multitude of big bills run up 
for the army, the navy, the shipbuilding program, airplane construction, 
coast defense requirements, other government activities, and the needs of 
the allies for American loans to finance purchases of >var materials in this 
country. In peace times the government spent less than $1,000,000,000 
annually, . 
With the addition of the $1,200,000,000 which the government spent 
in the three months of war preceding this fiscal year the war’s cost in 
money to date has been $13,800,000,000. 
War activities are now draining about $50,000,000 a clay from the 
nation’s public treasury, and in June the running expenses were greater 
than ever before, though loan’s to allies dropped to less than in any mouth 
since April, 1917, when the United States became a belligerent.

Hawaiian Island Has More 
Than 43 Feet of Rainfall 


The reputation of being the rainiest 
place in the world has long been en- 
1 Joyed by the hill station Cherrapunji, 
j on the slope of the IIimilaya,( in As- 
• sain. 
The latest official value, based 
j on a 40-year record at the Cherrapunji 
; station, Is 420 inches per annum. Blan- 
i ford, the well-known authority on In* 
j dian meteorology, thought that the 
! mean in some places at Cherrapunji 
! exceeded 500 Inches, 
but nowhere 
t amounted to GOO inches. 
So far as 
| actual -records go the rainfall on the 
Indian station is surpassed by that re- 
1 cently reported by D. II. Campbell of 
Stanford university, at Walalejile, in 
the island of Kauai, Hawaii. During 
the years 1012-10, inclusive, the Ha­ 
waiian station, which Is 5.075 feet 
above sea level, recorded the astonish­ 
ing mean annual rainfall of 518 Inches, 
or more than 43 feet.

As a matter of business foresight 
and economy, as w’ell as of patriotism, 
farmers who increase their production 
of poultry and eggs this year should 
plan to use a considerable part of the 
increase on their own tables. 
Much 
of the. benefit of increasing the supply 
of products capable of very rapid in­ 
crease, but perishable and bulky, will 
be lost if producers adopt the policy 
of marketing all the increase. In that 
case there would be no substitution 
on the farm* of poultry products for 
the cured and compact meats which it 
is desired to reserve as far as possible 
for military use and shipmeut to the 
allies. 
Many farm families could easily use 
several timgs as much •poultry as is 
now consumed on the average farm. 
Analysis of the figures of the last cen­ 
sus shows a very light consumption of 
poultry and eggs on the average farm. 
For the whole country the average 
yearly consumption of eggs per farm 
is only 137.5 dozen—2.G dozen per 
weelc; of poultry, GO head—or one 
bird every six days. The highest aver­ 
age consumption of eggs in any state 
is 211.2 dozen—four dozen a week. 
The highest average* consumption of 
poultry in a state is 124.G head—one 
bird in 2.9 days. 
Such averages indi­ 
cate that farmers who use poultry and 
eggs freely on their own tables use 
from six to ten dozen eggs and four to 
six head of poultry weekly. 
In view 
of the extent to which large flocks can 
be made self-sustaining during the 
greater part of the year on most farms, 
this liberal scale of consumption of 
poultry products would seem practical 
generally. 
The consumption of eggs on farms 
may be greatly increased and farmers i

spread last year over Kentucky as a 
part of the national food saving work, 
according to the U. S. department of 
agriculture, and in that state 1.800 
homemade driers were constructed. 
Here is one reason: The home demon­ 
stration agents preached the need for 
drying so earnestly that many men 
who had been whittling on street cor­ 
ners to wjiiJe away the time became 
interested. 
They wMttled for a pur­ 
pose and made homemade driers. 
In 
Kentucky alone 30t!,000 pounds of 
dried products were saved last year. 


Thirty-five persons were lynched in 
the United Suites in the llrst six 
months of this year, according to an­ 
nouncement by the division of rec­ 
ords and research of Tuskegee insti­ 
tute at Tuskegee, Ala.

Each Day 


Report for t!ie Fiscal Year Shows Cost N«ar Fourteen Billion Mark 


» « 


The government recently closed its books for the fiscal year—thelirst 


fiscal y^ar in the war—and has opened new annual records. Cabinet-mem- 
bers and othor heads of departments will make reports to President Wil- 
son covering their stewardship of funds and responsibilities for the year 
just closed. 


In government financial history the year will go down as a period of 


expense hardly dreamed of a decade ago. More than $12,600,000,000 is the 
actual outlay since July 1, 1917, to meet the multitude of big bills run up 
for the army, the navy, the shipbuilding program, airplane construction, 
coast defense requirements, other government activities, and the needs of 
the allies for American loans to finance purchases of war materials in this 
country. In peace times the government spent less than $1,000,000,000 
annually. . 


With the addition of the $1,200,000,000 which -the government spent 


in the three months of war preceding this fiscal year the war's cost in 
money to date has been $13,800,000,000. 


War activities are now draining about $50,000,000 a day from the 


nation's public treasury, and in June the running expenses were greater 
than ever before, though loans to allies dropped to less than in any month- 
since April, 1917, when the United States became a belligerent.

The reputation of being the rainiest 


place in the world has long been en- 
joyed by the hill station Cherrapuuji, 
on the slope of the Ilimilaya, in As- 
sam. 
The latest official ^ alue, bused 


on a 40-year record at the Cherrapunji 
station, is 420 inches per annum. Blan- 
ford, the well-known authority on In- 
dian meteorology, thought that the 
mean in some places at Cherrapunji 
exceeded 500 inches, but

actual -records go the K.iinfall on the 
Indian station is surpassed by that re- 
cently reported by D. IT.

above sea level, recorded the astoni^h- 
ing mean annual rainfall of 518 inches, 
or more than 43 feet. 


rA.s t matter of business foresight 


and ecoti^r-.y, as well as of patriotism, 
farmers who increase their production 
of poultry and eggs this year should 
plan to use a considerable part of the 
increase on their own tables. Much 
of the benefit of increasing the supply 
of products capable of very rapid in- 
crease, but perishable and bulky, v\ill 
be lost if producers adopt the policy 
of marketing all the increase. In that 
case there would be no substitution 
on the farm of poultry products for 
the cured and compact meats which it 
is desired to reserve as far as possible 
for military use and shipment to the 
allies. 


Many farm families could easily use 


several times as much -poultry as is 
now consumed on the average farm. 
Analysis of the figures of the last cen- 
sus shows a very light consumption of 
poultry and eggs on the average farm. 
For the whole country the average 
yearly consumption of eggs per farm 
is only 137.5 
dozen—2.G dozen per 


week; of poultry, CO head—or one 
bird every sis days. The highest aver- 
age consumption of eggs in any state 
is 211.2 dozen—four dozen a week. 
The highest average" consumption of 
poultry in a state is 124.0 head—one 
bird in 2.9 days. Such averages indi- 
cate that farmers who use poultry and 
eggs freely on their own tables use 
from bix to ten dozen eggs and four to 
six head of poultry weekly. In view 
of the extent to which large flocks can 
be made seir-«ustaining during the 
greater part of the year on most farms, 
this liberal scale of consumption of 
poultry products \\ould seem practical 
generally.

U. S. War Industries Board 


Restricts Clothing .Styles 


to Save Wool and Leather 


Necessity fo~r wartime conservation 


of wool and leather will be further re- 
llected in civilian footwear and men'1* 
clothing for next spring trade. 


Restrictions upon manufacturers an 


nounced by the war industries board 
are expected to effect a substantial 
saving of leather and cloth so neces- 
sary for the n-ition's ever increasing 
lighting force. 
Both quantity and 


styles will be affected. 


The height of women's shoes is to 


be reduced to a maximum of eight 
inches from heel to top, with the same 
maximum for overgaiters or "spats." 


All shoes, both leather and fabric, 


will be restricted to black, white and 
two doors of tan. Patent leather will 
be black only. 


Shoe manufacturers may not,-for the 


next six months, introduce, purchase 
or use any new style lasts. 


Manufacturers are especially urged 


to encourage the sale of low-cut and 
low-effects in shoes; to reduce the 
number of boot samples for women 
and to co-operate with retailers and 
wholesalers to restrict the return of 
merchandise. 


Marked changes are prescribed for 


men's clothing. 
Sack coats will be 


shorter, with a minimum of 30 inches 
for 36 sizes and l1/^ inches added for 
"longs." 
Double-breasted'- overcoats 


will be eliminated, and the length of 
topcoats v, ill be a minimum of 43 
inches for 3G sizes and two inches to 
be added for "longs."

French Inventor Provides 


Way to Get Coffee Extract 


Fnder a recent French patent an in- 


tegral coffee extract is obtained in 
the following manner: Towdered cof- 
fee is healed in a series of closed ves- 
sels to a heat lying near the roasting 
point, and it is traversed by a cur- 
rent of cold air or inert gas. 
Such 


air charged with aromatic particles is 
s-ont direct into another set of cham- 
bers holding a dry powder or extract 
of coffee, this latter having been pre- 
pared from previously treated coffee, 
which has been deprived of aromat- 
ic .substances. 
Such dry extract is ob- 


tained by infusion, concentration, then 
evaporation and transforming to a dry 
powder. 
In this "extract the aromat- 


ic substances are added. 


may be greatly increased and farmers |

There is a period 
of from five to six months in every 
year when the a%erage price of fresh 
eggs on the farm is about ten cents a 
dozen more than the average price 
during tho season of heavy production. 
Inasmuch as eggs can be preserved 
in water glass, or in lime water, and 
kept in perfect condition for from six 
to nine months, and usable for a year 
or more, a farmer who preserves eggs 
when they are cheap for his own use 
can use "eggs freely the year round 
and still have eggs to sell all thrutigh 
the season of high prices.
